His speech, therefore, will be, as was 
promised Mayor Harrison, a. strictly non- 
partisan one. Not a breath of politics will 
enter into it, but there will be from begin- 
ning to end a distinct flavor of robust Amer- 
icanism, the type which best flourishes in the 
open air of the western country. 

It must not be supposed that President 
Roosevelt is about to engage in any tail 
twisting operations or that he intends tosay 
anything which can be construed in any 
way as a defiance of foreign nations. On 
the contrary, he will follow closely the lines 
laid down by his Ciptingulshes 
in the White house. 

Dealing directly with the relations of the 
United States to the other nations of the 
earth, the Chicago speech on Thursday of 
next week will therefore be of guch a char- 
acter that it will be cabled almost entire 
across the Atlantic and around the world. 


heartily approved its general tenor and are 
particularly pleased that he should have 
chosen Chicago as the place of delivery, be- 
cause there, of all places, he will secure the 
most sympathetic and largest audience, 

It is not libely the president will go into 
details in any way in regard to the recent 
incident in Venezuela, but the Venezuelan 
situation will of course be carefully treated 
in a general way. President Roosevelt 
does not intend to amplify the celebrated 
Monroe doctrine or to do anything more 
than state in a family talk to his own people 
his firm belief in the doctrine and his de- 
termination to enforce it in all respects. 

With the Venezuela incident as a text the 
president will be enabled to show that weak 
South American republics would be at the 
mercy of strong European governments so 
that the lower half of the American conti- 
nent might readily be parceled out as Africa 
has been divided. The president will not 
give his adherence in the slightest degree 
to the so-called Calvo doctrine promulgated 
by South American statesmen to the effect 
that nations cannot resort to force to collect 
their debts of other nations. On the con- 
trary, he will freely assert that nations are 
as much obliged to pay their just debts as 
are individuals, and if they repudiate their

On the other 
hand, President Roosevelt will commend and 
illuminate the brilliant exposition of Amer- 
ican politics first made famous by President 
Monroe and since asserted with more or 
less vigor by every succeeding American 
president. 

President Roosevelt will declare in Chicago 
that the United States conceives it to be an 
obligation to protect smaller American 
states from territorial aggression. He wil! 
assert, as did President Monroe, that this 
is a matter of natural protection of the 
United States itself, and as we do not assume 
to interfere with the balance of power in 
Burope, so, in like manner, we will not per- 
mit Europe to disturb the balance of power 
on the American continent. 

The president will make it plain that the. 
Monroe doctrine does not and never can 
prevent the European nations collecting just 
debts on the American continent. He will 
make it equally clear, however, that the 
United States cannot consent to the aliena- 
tion of any American territory whatsoever 
for the purpose of paying these debts. 

Following out the policy of the govern- 
ment in the recent Venezuelan episode, the 
president will indicate that the United States 
constantly deprecates but will not actually 
prevent the seizure of custom houses nor 
the qperation of a blockade. But, on the 
other hand, he will declare that the United 
States never will consent to the permanent 
occupation of ,any American republic with 
or without its consent. 

While there will be nothing new in the 
president's declaration of policy at Chicago, 
it will be a restatement of the Monroe doc- 
trine in the light of recent events, and this 
will naturally lead to a discussion in the 
speech of a number of recent treaties as 
defining our relations with foreign nations, 
The president probably will discuss at some 
length the points involved in the Panama 
canal treaty, and he will also explain his 
point of view in regard to reciprocity with 
Cuba. 

It is more than likely also that there will 
be a reference to the question of the Alaskan 
boundary, which is now in process of de- 
termination, but, of course, as the tribunal 
is still to hold its sessions, the president's

FERS DEATH TO DISGRACE. 


Brittsh General Blows Out His Brains 
in Paris Hotel When He Sees Re- 
port in Newspapers of His Ap- 
proaching Trial by Court Martial—

PARIS, March 25.—Maj. Gen. Sir Hector 
Macdonald, commander of his majesty’s 
forces in Ceylon, under charges of immoral 
conduct and about to be tried by court 
martial, committed suicide by shoaqting in 
the Hotel Regma today. 

The popular British general, who had here- 


| tofore been considered a model in everything 


an officer should be, was on his way to Ceylon 
to face his trial. He arrived here entirely 
alone, net even having an ald or valet with 
Sees Scandal in Paper. 
Upon entering the reading room this morn- 
ing ne took up w paper and immediately saw 


charges against him. He betrayed strong 
feeling. He let the paper fall, but picked it 
up again and read the story with deliberation. 
Then he sat for a short time as if in deep 
thought, after which he rose quietly and un- 
concernedly and went to his bedroom. 

About two hours later a servant entered the 
room with a duplicate key and found Gen. 
Macdonald's body on the floor. There was an 
army revolver in his hand and a hole in his 
temple. The servant acreamed and raised 
the house, 

A doctor was summoned, but he could only 
certify that Gen. Macdonald had been dead 
for some time. A certificate was eventually 


of suicide caused by mental trouble. Two 
letters were found.

He replied that that was quite 
sufficient, He said he only intended to stay a 
day or two in Paris.

No arrangements have yet been made as to

Owing to precautions taken 
to conceal the death, few people in the hotel 
were aware of it, and the corridors and lobby 
of the hotel were filled with joyous parties 
of guests going to and returning from ticater 
and opera parties. Nothing indieated that 
the dead body of the distinguished general 
lay in an adjoining chamber. There are no 
watchers by the side of the corpse. 


Causes Sadness in London. 


„Fighting Mac has caused great surprise 
ond deep sorrow in London. The nature of 
the offenses with which he was charged 
had not become generally known to the 
public, but had been common gossip in mili- 
tary circles, and, although in the army, and 
among his Highlander comrades especially, 
there is keen grief, their feeling is that it was 
„ better to die thus than face dishonor.” 

Sir Hecter Macdonald was separated from 
his wife many years ago, before he got his 
commission. He has not lived with her since. 
He leaves a son, who is being educated in an 
English public school. 


Saved Lord Roberts’ Life. 

Sir Hector Macdonald's great chance came 
when as a sergeant during the Afghan cam- 
paign of 1879 and 1880, with a small force, 
he by a furious bayonet charge cleared out 
a body of Afghans who were lying in ambush 
for Lord Roberts. For this feat Lord Rob- 
erts offered him the choice of the Victoria 
cross or a commission. He chose the latter. 
His greatest military achievement was lead- 
ing the Black Soudanese brigade in the Om- 
durman campaign against the Khalifa.

VAST FRAUDS IN 
VITAL BRANCH OF 
‘POSTAL SERVICE. 


Inquiry Now Afoot Reveals a 
Conspiracy in Department 
Which Reaches to the 
Minor Offices. 


INVOLVES ALL SUPPLIES. 


Full Extent of Corruption Not 
Yet Known, but One Official. 
Has Resigned and the 
Rest Arein Panic. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special.]— 
What seems likely to be the most extraordi- 
nary government scandal since the cele- 
brated Star route fraud has been precipitated 
by the resignation of George W. Beavers, | 
general superintendent of division salaries 
and allowances of the postoffice department. 
His resignation has been accepted n will 
take effect on March 31. 

Beavers had been in the postal service up- 
wards of twenty-two years. He was not 
forced out of the service, and his resignation 
was not asked for, but was offered and ac- 
cepted because the first investigation made 
by a special detalii of postoffice inspectors 
under the direction of Postmaster General 
Payne and by special orders from dent 
Roosevelt Himself developed a condition of 
rottenness and fraud the extent of which no 
one can predict. —— 

Without assuming any criminal action on 
the part of Supt. Beavers, it was immediate- 
ly apparent that he was responsible for the 
shocking condition of affairs and that vast 
frauds have extended directly from the post-

Cannot Explain, Resigns. 
Admitting that there were many things 
he could not readily explain and to show 
his good faith Mr. Beavers promptly offered

Two divisions which were immediately put 
under the scrutiny of the detective depart- 
ment were, first, the division of salaries and 
allowances, of which George W. Beavers is 
superintendent, and the division of free de- 
livery, of which the general superintendent 
is A. W. Machen. This division of free deliv- 
ery embraces two distinct and important 
services, One being the city delivery, of which 
Charles Hedges is superintendent, and the’ 
rural free delivery, at whose head is H. Con- 
quest Clarke. 

Both these branches of the service are 
under the direct control of Mr. Machen. 


Investigation Is Under Way. 
Acting under the direction of the president, 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Bris- 
téw, who has charge ot the postoffice in- 
ppectors, began an investigation of the 
charges freely made of late that there was 
gross corruption manifest throughout the 
entire system of supplies for the postoffice 
department. This was also true through all 


ice, including letter boxes and supplies for 
carriers, bot h in city and country. 

Gen. Bristow is the same official who oper- 
ated so successfully in Cuba and who un- 
earthed there the frauds which put Neely and 
Rathbone behind prison bars.

deeds to land in return for a small sum. In 
other cases, however, they are said to have 
secured as high as $500 from their * 
spondents. 

But, whether given for small sums or 3 
it is charged that few if any of the deeds 
were good. Postoffice Inspectors Stuart and 
Ketcham, who have been gathering evidence 
for more than a year, declare that the per- 
sons who went to claim their land under the 
deeds found in every instance that they had 
been victimized. 

Each applicant for land had to pay 88 for 
a deed and a like sum for an abstract of title, 
and to this extent Enricht and Dreutzer are 
said to have victimized all who dealt with 
them, besides obtaining much larger sums 
in Many cases, 

“Rich Land“ Given Away. 

The United States Land syndicate adver- 
tised its offer in large cities all over the 
United States, and also sent out circulars 
telling of their rich farming and mineral 
land—38,000 acres in all—owned by the syn- 
dicate in Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Vir- 
ginia, and West Virginia. 

Part of this property, it was represented, 
was located in Fentress, Scott, and Morgan 
counties, and the Cumberland plateau, Ten- 
nessee; Polk, Clay, Wolfe, Breathitt, and 
Gram counties, Kentucky; Washington coun- 
ty, Georgia, and Wyoming county, West Vir- 
ginia.

tivated; that it should be surveyed and set- 
tled on within eighteen months; and that the 
taxes be paid by the grantee. Shortly after- 
ward several other southern states passed 
similar bills.

Says Deals Are Legitimate. 

Mr. Enricht, when seen last night in his 
home, at 2281 West Monroe street, said:

Some little time ago we gave forty acres 
of land to 8. F. McFearson, who lives in 
Englewood, and he went down to Kentucky 
to look at the land, and wasn't satisfied 
with it. 

„Our business was legitimate. Our titles 
are all good, and we have swindled no one. 
We have the opinion of ex-Senator Guthrie 
of Kentucky, who at one time was secretary 
of the treasury, that our titles are perfectly 
good. A part of the land was inherited by 
my wife, another part we purchased in 1806, 
and a great deal of it we have held since 
1870. Our scheme is to improve all of the 
land by sacrificing a part of it.

Prisoners at Fort Sheridan Escape from 


Guardhouse by Means of Keys Made 
from Spoons, Then Elude Pursuit. 


Two prisoners at Fort Sheridan escaped 
from the guardhouse early yesterday morn- 
ing, while bullets from a sentry’s rifle 
whizzed past their ears. They left their cells 
by means of keys made from spoons. One 
prisoner, C. T. Adams, would have been 
taken to Texas today to serve a three year 
civil sentence for horse stealing. The other, 
George Marion, had three years in the guard- 
house before him. 

Mounted troops scoured the country about 
the reservation for three hours, but found 
no trace of the missing men. 

The escape was planned more than a week 
ago. The men secreted two spoons in their 
clothing and a file was smuggled to them. 
They completed the keys at midnight and left 
their cells.

Reinarkable Scene in House of 
Commons After Proposed 
Law Passes Its First 
| Reading. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE} 

LONDON, March 26, 3 a. m. -The lone 
hoped for Irish land bill was introduced im 
the house of commons yesterday afternoon 
by George Wyndham, chief secretary fer 
Ireland; It is generally approved by tie 
leaders of the Irish party. Its provisions, 
briefly summarized, are: 

FIRST The English government will pro- 
vide at least $500, 000,000 in cash ($750,000,000 
if necessary), to enable tenants in Ireland 
to purchase their holdings from the land- 
lords. 

SECOND—This money will be raised by the 
sale of guaranteed treasury stock bearing 
2% per cent interest and unredeemable for 
thirty years. 

Cash for Each Tenant. 

THIRD—Each tenant in the congested dia- 
tricts will be loaned not to exceed $2,500, 
In the other districts tenants will be loaned 
not to exceed $5,000. 

FOURTH—A free grant of $60,000,000 is 
made by the English government to pay: t@ 
the landlords the difference between the price 
they demand and the price the tenant isabie 
to pay. 

FIFTH—The tenant, after buying his 
holdings from his landlord with money bor 
rowed from the government, will repay it in 
yearly installments with interest. 

SIXTH—Grazing lands and untenanted 
farms will be sold to neighboring tenants, 

SEVENTH—The guaranteed stock will be 
issued at the rate of $25,000,000 annually for 
the first three years, in larger sums after 
that. 

EIGHTH—The bill will go into effect on 
Nov. 12, 1908. 

NINTH—An estate commission, under the 
control of the lord lieutenant of Ireland, will - 
haye direction of the sale of lands to the 
tenants. The commissioners are Michael 
Finucane, secretary to the government of 
Bengal revenue, general and statistical de- 
partment; Frederick 8. Wrench, now one of 
the Irish land commissioners; and William,T 
Bailéy, one of the assistant commissioners, 


Bill Is Generally Approved. | 

The general consensus of opinion of Irish 
leaders in regard to the land purchase bill 
is extremely favorable. The measure is un- 
questionably acceptable to the nationals in 
parliament, although they say it will have to 
be amended. 

The only body which can speak with au- 
thority for nationalist Ireland is the con- 
vention which will meet in Dublin on April 
14 to consider the land bill. 

There is a strong disinclination on the part 
of the Irish and liberal members to diseuss 
the bill until it is thoroughly digested, e. 
cept in the most general terms. Michael 
Davitt and T. P. O'Connor, however, gave 
to the public the following signed state 


ments: 

Mr. Davitt wrote: “ No fair or final judg- 
ment can be passed on the government Irish 
land bill until the full text of the measure 
can be read carefully and studied. The im- 
pression left in my mind by the speech of 
the chief secretary for Ireland is that the 
bill he outlined offers unreasonable compen- 


| sation to the landlords. and therefore does 


not offer sufficient inducement to buy thelr 
holdings on these terms—terms which ap- 
pear to me to be fully ten years’ purchase 
above the market value of the Irish land 
lords’ property. However, it is possible that 
there may be some provisions in the bill, 
when we can see it in print, which will oke 
some minor advantages to the tenants and 
the country that te some extent redeem the 
objectionable provided for the land- 
lords. 

English Moved at Last. 

The one consoling feature of this latest 
attempt of the British parliament to settle 
the Irish land question is the proof it offers 
that the Celtic people of Ireland have com- 
pelled an English landlord government te 
provide money with which to buy out the 
British landlord garrison of Ireland. I, or 
course, take an extreme or combative view 
of the land question, and think that it is 
the tenants of Ireland and not the landlords 
who ought to receive the bonus which tie 
bill provides for tHe Irish supporters of his 
majesty’s government. 

The economic conditions of the Irish 
agricultural industry, face to face with the 
food competition of America, Canada, Au- 
stralia, and Argentina, where no rents are 
paid to a landlord class, make it possible 
for Irish food producers to pay the burden 
which this bill will place on their industry 
for the next sixty years. However, as I 
have already said, we must see the text of 
the bill before any final judgment can be 
passed upon it. 

Fight Has Been Long. 

As a whole, I think that our friends in 
the United States who have done so much 
to help us bring this fight for Irish land to 
the present hopeful outlook will follow the 
example of our leaders and reserve their 
opinion on the merits of the measure. The 
fight has been long and harder than many 
fights in the open. Men have been killed, 
hearts have been broken, and many lives 
rulned before even the partial victory of 
today has been won. I cannot see my way 
to agree to the bill as it is, but when I re- 
member that in 187% I served my first term 
of imprisonment for proposing almost en 
actly what a conservative Irish secretary 
proposed today I realize how times change. 

This partial triumph is merely a fore~ 
runner of home rule. It is inevitable evo- 
lution. Far be it from me to stand in the 
way of anything that may help even slightly 
to bring that about.”’ 

O'Connor Sees Good in It.

Points of the Bill. ; 


‘Proceeding, Mr. Wyndham dealt with the 
points of the bi, which contains a bewilder- 
ing mass of figures showing how advances 
would be made and the terms of repayment, 
but it seems in the main to be on the lines laid 
down by the land conference report, and will 
be satisfactory to the landlords and tenants.

Tells of Woe in Ireland. 


Mr. Wyndham also said that the number of 
anomalies which had to be dealt with ren- 
dered the work most embarrassing, com- 
p-icated, and difficult to present to the house 
in an intelligible manner. ‘The state of 
things in some parts of Ireland was such as 
could scarcely be believed in England. 

He instanced one village in which a land- 
lord was in the workhouse during the greater 
part of the year, while the tenants lived under 
conditions worse than those of the Kaffirs 
of Africa. What the government proposed 
to do to remedy this state of affairs was, 
briefly, while withdrawing no existing rights, 
it contemplated that the purchase of land in 
the future should proceed by the sale of 
estates, under three commissioners, Michael 
Finucane, under secretary in the statistical 
department, Frederick Wrench, and W. F. 

The commissioners, who will be known as 
estates commissioners, be under the 
general control of the lord lieutenant of 
Ireland. They are empowered to decide what 
constitutes an estate, which does not neces- 
sarily mean the entire property owned by 
the vender, as a considerable portion thereof 
may remain in his hands. The commission- 
ers may refuge to ganction the sale of poor 
holdings unless there are reasonable facili- 
ties for their enlargement where necessary, 
and for adequate access to turf as fuel. 

Mr. Wyndham proceeded, saying that, in 
view of the strong recommendations of ‘the 
recent land conference, the government had 
provided that the landlords might make their 
own arrangements with the tenants if they 
tallied with the policy of the present bill, 
which, instead of expatriating the landlords, 
ag stated in some quarters, would, he hoped, 
enable them to remain in the country. The 
government thought the period for repay- 
ment of all loans should be 68% years. There 
were strenuons provisions against subdivid- 
ing mortgages on holdings. . 

In conclusion, Mr. Wyndham ald he was 
sure the landlords and tenants would con- 
tinue to act in the reasonable spirit which 
actuated the conference. ‘There were two 
alternatives before the country. They could 
prolong for another 150 years the present 
tragedy in Ireland, or they could now initiate 
and henceforth prosecute a business transac- 
tion occupying 1 fifteen years, based on 
self-esteem, probity, and mutual good will 
of all concerned. 

The chief secretary finished speaking at 
4:10 p. m. 

John Redmond. the Irish leader, followed 
Mr. Wyndham, saying everybody would ad- 
mit that the tone and temper of the secre- 
tary’s speech showed he realiged the gravity 
of the ‘situation in Ireland and that he was 
anxious to sincerely attempt to grapple with 
it. Mr. Redmond deprecated hasty judg- 
ment of Mr. Wyndham's proposals, either 
for or against them. No one could question

He suggested 
alterations in the direction ef the provision 
for the distribution of the free grant. 

Mr. Wyndham replied that $60,000,000 
formed the limit. The government would 
go no further. The secretary asked that no 
hasty judgment be passed in commons. 

The bill was then formally introduced and 
passed its first reading. The second reading 
was set for April 22.

Briefly 
eummarized, the London press comment fol- 
lows: 

STANDARD: It remains to be seen whether the 
terms offered will prove sufficiently tempting to 
overcome the inertia of the situation.. The bill 
will not severely strain the public finances, and 
peace would be cheaply purchased. 

MORNING POST: The. scheme is a mixture of 
good and evil, but if certain defects can be rem- 
edied the bill may be considerable benefit to 
tenant farmers. 

TELEGRAPH: The bill is a bargain that will be 
received in England with positive relief. The 
‘success of the ingenious scheme depends largely, 
however, on the spirit in which it is received in 
Ireland. If the tenants take advantaged of this 


— opportunity in good faith the happier day so 


often promised to Ireland is about to dawn. 

DAILY MAIL: The bill will at least prove to the 
world the generosity and disinterestedness of the 
British nation. If it ends the weary period of 
disloyalty and discontent the result will be cheap 
at the price. 

CHRONICLE: If the land question can be per- 
manently settled on Mr. Wyndham’s terms the 
operation will be cheap at the price. 

DAILY NEWS: If this poverty stricken tenantry 
can be trusted with a hundred millions of British 
money they can be trusted with something more— 
the right to shape their own affairs as a nation. 

TIMES: The British people will go far, even under 
the somewhat unfavorable conditions of the 
moment, to provide financial means for settling 
the land question, but only if it is made clear that 
both tenants and dlords are prepared to co- 
operate loyally. yndham’s plan has satisfied 
recent expectations.

GASTRO TO KEEP OFFIGR 


PRESIDENT OF VENEZUELA DE- 
CIDES NOT TO RESIGN. 


Chief Executive of the South American 
Republic, in a Special Message to 
Congress Announces That He Bows 
to the Wishes of the People and 
Will Continue to Do His Daty—Will 
Retain His Position Only Until 
Peace Has Been Restored. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) I 
CARACAS, March 25.—President Castro 
will continue to act as president of Vene- 
zuela. He declares, however, that he will 
retain the office only until peace and order 
have been restored in the republic. 

President Castro's decision to remain in 

office was announced to congress yesterday 
afternoon in a message read by himself. He 
said: 
* When I abdicated it was not from any 
small minded nor interested calculation; still 
less was it the result of any sorry or ridicu- 
lous farce, which has no place in a heart 
warmed by the heat of great ideals. 


Abdication a Duty. 

He then says that he believes his abdica- 
tion was a duty imposed upon him in the in- 
terest of the peace of the republic. ‘ 

With my separation today.“ he says, 
“nobody would lose, and all would ‘gain, 
since this would imply that my efforts and 
my sacrifices were always and under all 
circumstances at the service of the republic 
at its first call.“ 
After passing in review the other difi- 
culties in the way of government he says he 
saw how his intentions were misrepregented, 
and he was disheartened and at that moment 
resigned. 
“ Notwithstanding those reasons which 
were weighty to my mind,“ he continues, 
‘congress does not accept my resignation, 
and insists that I should continue, that I 
should not persist therein, but considers me 
still useful in the government.

STEAMER JUST OUT OF ANTARCTIC 
ICE BRINGS MUCH NEWS. 


Had Been to Relief of Exploring Ves- 
sel Discovery, Which Remains in 
Southern Seas ang Bergs — Vast 

' Ranges of ‘Mountains Surveyed and 
Great Quantity of Information Se- 
cured — Lowest Temperature Re- 
corded Was 62 Degrees Below Zero. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

AUCKLAND, N. Z., March 25.—The British 
wooden steamer, Morning, which sailed from 
England last July to relieve the Antarctic 
exploring steamer Discovery, which left Eng- 
land in 1901, arrived at Lyttleton today. It 
reports that it found the Discovery farther 
south than was expected, and that the expedi- 
tion had obtained important scientific re- 
sults. All was well aboard the Discovery 
when the Morning left. 

The Morning found the Discovery on June 
23 in MacMurdo bay, Victoria Land. It had 
suffered only one casualty. A seaman on a 
sledge expedition had fallen down an ice 
slope during a blizzard and was drowned. 


Valuable Work Accomplished. 


The report of Capt. Scott, R. N., com- 
mander of the Discovery, up to the time of 
meeting with the Morning, states that the 
Discovery entered the ice pack Dec. 23, 1901, 
in latitude -/ 67“. It reached Cape Dare Jan. 
9, 1902. It was delayed there by a gale and 
ice, but a party landed on Jan. 20 in an ex- 
cellent harbor, Wood bay, in latitude 76° 30’, 
and deposited a record of the voyage. 

Cape Crozier was reached Jan. 22, after 
which the Discovery sailed along the bar- 
rier within a few cables” length, examining 
the edge, from which rose high snow slopes 
to extensive, heavily glaciated land, with 
occasional bare, precipitous peaks. Feb. 3 
the Discovery entered an inlet in the barrier 
in longitude 174°. A balloon ascent was 
made and sledges examined the land to lati- 
tude 76°'50’. Excellent quarters were found 
near Mounts’Erebus and Terror, where huts 
were erected and other preparations made. 
The ship was frozen in on March 2. The expe- 
dition winteted comfortably in its sheltered 
quarters. The lowest temperature recorded 
was 62° below zero. 


Exploring in Intense Cold. 


Exploration by means of sledges began on 
Sept. 2. Parties were sent in all directions. 
One party under Royds and Skelton madea 
record expedition to Mount Terror, traveling 
over the barrier under severe conditions, 
with the mercury at 58 degrees below zero. 
Capt. Scott. Dr. Wilson, and Lieut. Shackle- 
ton traveled ninety-four miles southward, 
reaching land in latitude 80° 17’, longitude 
163°, thus penetrating to the farthest south 
recorded. 

The journey was most trying. All the dogs 
died and three men dragged the sledges back. 
Lieut. Shackleton almost died from expos- 
ure, but has since recovered. 


High Mountains Sighted. 


The party found that ranges of high 
mountains continue through Victoria lana. 
Foothills, resembling the Admiralty range, 
were discovered in longitude 160. The ice 
barrier presumably floats. It remains hori- 
zontal and is fed slowly from the land ice. 
Mountains from 10,000 to 12,000 feet high 
were seen in latitude 82, the coast line con- 
tinuing at least as far as latitude 83.20 near- 
ly due south. 

Ascending a glacier on the main land the 
party found a new range of mountains. At 
the height of 9,000 feet they reached a levei 
plain, which was unbroken to the westwara 
to the horizon. The scientific work of the 
expedition includes a rich collection of ma- 
rine fauna, a large proportion being new 
species. Sea and magnetic «béarvations 
were taken, as Well as seismographic records 
and pendulum observations. 


Notable Collections Accumuleted. 


of southern seals and sea birds was made. 
A number of excellent photographs were se- 
cured and meteorological observations made. 
Extensive quartz and grit accumulations 
were found horizontally imbedded in vol- 
canic rocks. Lava flows were found in fre- 
quent recurring plutonic rock which forms 
the basement of the mountains. 

Before the arrival of the Morning the 
members of the Discovery expedition ex- 
perienced some privations owing to a part of 
their supplies decomposing. This accounted 
for the death of all the dogs. The Discovery 
was revictualed from the Morning, and the 
explorers are now in a position to spend a 
comfortable winter.

— Anthony 
Fiala, the head of the polar expedition to be 
equipped by William Ziegler of New York, is 
now here arranging for the provisioning of 
the expedition.

He was brought to Paris by his 
aunt, Mrs. Duhme of Cincinnati, in 1899 and 
placed in a private asylum, although the 
American eourts had declared him sane. 
His father crossed the Atlantic in pursuit 
and found the boy in October, 1900, in the 
institution at 145 Rue de Versailles, Bou- 
logne-sur-Seine. Before he could remove. 
his son, however, the boy was again ab- 
ducted. 

This was on Oct. 22, 1900. Since then the 
young man’s father and detectives brought 
from Chicago have been searching for him, 


Moses Fowler Chase is 25 years old and u 
a son of Frederick S. Chase, a lawyer of 
Lafayette, and a nephew of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles F. Dyuhme of Cincinnati. Mrs. 
Chase and Mrs. Duhme were sisters. They 
were daughters of the late Moses Fowler, @ 
wealthy manufacturer of Lafayette, Ind., 
from whom the young n inherited a for- 
tune now valued at $1,000,000, 
Young Chase syffered a sunstroke while 
playing golf at Yale in the summer of 1808, 
It affected his mind so badly that he was 
sent to a sanitarium at Flint, Mich., and 
he never fully recovered, 

Abducted from Detroit. 
On June 4, 1899, he reached his majority, 
and it became necessary for him to appear 
before the Probate court and prove his 
sanity and ability to handle his own fortune, 
He left the sanitarium and started for home 
in custody of his father and a nurse. But 
they only got as far as Detroit, for in that 
city he was met by the Duhmes and brought 
on to New York, the father charging that 
they had abducted him. 
Detectives found the y and the Duh- 
mes staying at the Waldorf-Astoria. They 
readily consented to go to police headquart- 
ers, and there they told Capt. McClusky 
that the b had been brought up by his 
aunt, Mrs. Duhme; that when he came of 
age he was examined by a judge and de- 
clared sane. By this decision his fortune 
went into his own hands; and his father’s 
trusteeship lapsed. But the father, said the 
Duhmes, had taken his son from the sani- 
tarium with the purpose, of having him ad- 
judged incompetent, simply in order to com 
tinue in the management of his property, 
which was in negotiable securities, and, hav- 
ing learned the father’s intentions, they 
were determined to protect the young man’s 
interests. 
Meanwhile the father had applied to Gov. 
Pingree of Michigan for extradition papers, 
but when the governor learned the particu- 
lars he refused. . 
In November, 1899, Chase was adjudged 
gane and capable by the Probate court in 
Indiana. He sailed with the Duhmes in 
April, 1900, having changed his name te 
Moses Fowler and become a citizen of Ohio.

Although Dutch masters, like Israels and 
others, valued Weissenbruch’s genius for 
many years, he did not become prominent 
outside of Holland until ten years ago, when 
his ‘Cloudy Day Near Haarlem’ was sold 
to London and created: considerable com- 
ment. Since that time he had been awarded 
many medals and decorations. 

Some excellent specimens of Weissen- 
bruch’s art are in Chicago and are owned by 
Frank G. n, J. A. Edwards, and W. W. 
Carrington. own several of his paintings 
and sketches, which I value highly not only 
as works of art but also on account of their 
personal associations.“

FIGHT OVER STRATTON WILL 
RENEWED IN COLORADO COURT 


Proceedings Open with Charges and 
Counter Charges Following Motion to 
Dismiss Jury. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., March 25.—[Spe- 
cial.j—The hearing of the Stratton will con- 
test, involving the validity of the last testa- 
ment of W. 8. Stratton, was commenced in 
the District court here today by the filing of 
affidavits and counter affidavits charging 
both sides with an almost endless number of 
offenses and sharp practices. 

The main part of the case bearing upon the 
will, which is contested by I. Harry Stratton 
and which involves the @sposition of a 815, 
000,000 estate, was not reached at all. 

In addition to a number of prominent at- 
torneys ex-Senator Wolcott and Senator 
Patterson are retained in the case by the 
opposing sides. 

The proceedings today turned upon a mo- 

tion by Senator Patterson to dismiss the 
entire venire of jurymen on the ground that 
they had been tampered with by agents of 
I. Harry Stratton for the purpose of influ- 
encing them in his favor.. This motion to 
dismiss the venire was backed by an affi- 
davit of a detective, Harry G. Berry, who 
appears to have been engaged by one side 
and then to have sought to be employed by 
the other in order to secure inside informa- 
tion. 
In one affidavit Harry G. Berry denies the 
statement of J. G. Jeenison that he told 
Jeenison he intended to disappear from the 
community, and there is one from Berry’s 
wife in which she says she was told it would 
not be safe for her husband to return to the 
city for at least a week. There also is one 
from W. H. Fitts, who states that he em- 
ployed Harry Berry in the interest of the 
executors. 

Fitts is an oldtime bodyguard of the dead 
millionaire, and his affidavit states he was 
employed by the executors to gather testi- 
mony in the case, and that he had noticed 
Leftwich in the city on numerous occasions, 
and in order to ascertain the business of 
Leftwich he employed Harry G. Berry. 

In the affidavit of Mabel C. Berry there is 
an indirect charge that Senator Wolcott, at 
the time he claims to have been unable to find 
Harry Berry, was doing his utmost to keep 
him away from the springs, and that R. 
Taylor, who is declared to be an active and 
prominent witness for the contestants, called 
at the home of Berry and asked his wife 
where he could send a telegram to reach 
Berry. 

Taylor stated that there was hard feeling 
in town among certain peoplpe, and it wasn’t 
safe for Harry Berry to return to the city. 


AUTO CLIMBS CAPITOL STEPS. 


Participants in Daring Feat at Wash- 
ington Are Arrested—Near to 
Accident. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—Three men 
in an automobile attempted to ride up the 
steps at the east front of the capitol today.

MANY ON STRIKE; 
TEAMSTERS WORK 


Nearly 5,000 Out During the 
Day, Most Since Freight 
Handlers’ Trouble. 


LEADERS TRY FOR PEACE. 


Only in Case of Wagonmakers 
Do They Succeed in Bring- 
ing Arbitration. 


* 


Nearly five thousand men, of five different 
industries, were idle yesterday because of 
strikes for increased pay and better working 
conditions. Over 300 factories in various 
sections of the city were forced to close. 
More men were striking than at anyone time 
since the freight handlers walked out last 
summer: The conditions alarmed the labor 
leaders, and immediate attempts were made 
to adjust the difficulties, but in only one case 
were they successful. : 

The day marked a change in strike meth- 
ods, for the teamsters were not involved in 
any of the controversies. Wherever a strike 
was on their business agents appeared and 
ordered the drivers to continue work regard- 
less of the pleas and threats of the striking 


pickets. At night not a single violation of. 


the order was reported. 
List of Strikes in Progress. 

The strikes which were on during the day 
are as follows: 

Over 2,000 picture frame makers, employed 
in twenty-nine factories, went out at noon 
for a change in working conditions. 

Over 600 employés of the American Corn 
Products company, Taylor and Beach 
streets, were forced out by a strike of car- 
penters, firemen, engineers, and steamfitters. 

Between 300 and 400 employés of the Dick- 
inson Seed company, Taylor and Beach 
streets, were 9 to stop work at noon 
by a strike 6f the teamsters, firemen, and 
engineers. 

Over 1,200 carriage and wagon makers con- 
tinued their struggle, although arbitration 
was agreed upon, and the men will return to 
work today. 

Between 300 and 400 casket makers re- 
newed their fight for better pay and induced 
100 woodworkers to join them. 


Object to Piece Work. 


The strike of the picture frame workers 
came unexpectedly, although the relations 


ot the union and the firms have been strained 


for several weeks. The question at issue 
was the method of payment. The men want 
the time system and the firms refused to 
change from the piece method, which has 
been in force for years. 

We cannot concede the demands of the 
men,’ said F. W. Busse, president of the 
manufacturers’ association, for, if we do, it 
means a loss of money to us far heavier than 
we can stand. Under the piece systemel 
have been paying men from $16 to $18 a 
week, and to test the time system I put it 


into force for two weeks, paying a scale of | 
$16. When I footed up I found that the men 


had done much less work, and that I had lost 
over $100. 

The men also want a half holiday dur- 
ing four of the summer months. e can- 
not afford to grant this, but have offered to 
give them a half holiday for three months 
This did not seem satisfactory to them 
they went put.“ 

The strike on the American Corn Products 
company threatens to tie up the plant at 
Taylor and Beach streets for some time. 
The officers of the company announced that 
they would close the plant sooner than give 
in, and the unions have prepared for a long 
fight. A part of the local plant recently 
burned down, and is to be rebuilt at a cost 
of $600,000. While this is going up the offi- 
cers of the company are willing to stop 
business. The unions assert that the build- 
ing cannot be erected until their grievances 
are settled. | 

The trouble at the Dickinson Seed com- 
pany, which is across the street from the 
glucose plant, was waged along similar lines. 
The same trades were involved and for the 
same reasons. 

Wagon Makers to Arbitrate. 


Early in the morning Secretary F. W. Job 
of the Employers’ association succeeded in 
getting the carriage and wagon makers and 
their employers to meet and arrange for ar- 
bitration. Each party is to appoint seven 
of its members for a joint committee, which 
will take up the questions in dispute. If 
they fail to agree an impartial board of three 
is to be appointed. Pending its decision the 
men are to return to work. 

Will Not Appeal to Teamsters. 

Unions on gtrike will not ask the team- 
sters for assistance in the future, but will 
appeal to the Chicago Federation of bor. 
The stand of the drivers against the sym- 
pathetic strike has roused the wrath of the 
radical element, and it has determined that 
they shall not be given an opportunity to 
reject appeals for aid. 

The stationary firemen decided to fine any 
member found stopping a teamster and ex- 
pel him if the offense is repeated. The fire- 
men are members of the Steam Power coun- 
cil, which the drivers left two weeks ago. 

Officials of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor have taken advantage of the new 
order, and will attempt to strengthen that 
organization. 
the teamsters’ places and supplying as- 
sistance when it is needed. A resolution 
to this effect will be introduced at the next 
meeting of the central body. 

Conservative labor leaders throughout the 
city heartily approve the stand the team- 
sters have taken. 

Gasworkers to Ask Arbitration.. 
The gasworkers, statement takers, and 
meter inspectors met last night to talk over 
the refusal of the teamsters to aid them. 
They decided to send another committee ot 
the trades interested in the strike to the 
company and request it to arbitrate the 
trouble: If they are refused they will then 
make another attempt to call a general 
strike. 

After a controversy with the typographical 
union lasting over many years the W. B. 
Conkey company of Hammond, Ind., has 
consented to unionize its shops if the union 
(No. 16) will surrender jurisdiction over the 
Hammond district. The proposition will be 
presented to the organization on Sunday 


afternoon. 


TORONTO OPERA HOUSE BURNED 


Estimated Loss on Building Is $150,000 | 


—Structure to Be Rebuilt for 
Next Season. 


Toronto, Ont., March 25.—The Toronto 
opera house was burned today. The esti- 
mated loss is $150,000. The fire is supposed 
to have originated from electric wires in the 
box office. Caretaker Chairman occupied 
rooms on the third floor with his wife and 
three children. They narrowly escaped suf- 
focation. The flames spread to the cigar fac- 
tory of John Trebilcock in the rear, the 
premises being badly damaged. 

Sullivan, Harri & Woods, the proprietors 
of the King of Detectives company. lost 
all the scenery and costumes. They place 
their loss at $10,000 to $12,000. 

The house will be rebuilt in time for the

President Reads Decision of the Direc- 
tors to Grievance Committees of 
nductors and Trainmen and They 
pa to Meet Officials to Discuss 

Wages ana /Sehedules — Say the 
Proposal Is a Fair One? but Make 
* Promises, 


New Haven, Conn., March 25.—[ Special.j— 
The growing. sentiment in favor of a strike 
of the trainmen and conductors on the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad 
was dispelled for the time being today when 
President Hall laid the decision of the board 
of directors before the grievance committee 
of the brotherhoods. 

The directors agreed that a committee ap- 
pointed by them should meet the men with 
a view of adjusting wages. A session will 
be held on Thursday with the conductors 
and with the trainmen on Friday. The prop- 
ositlons presented by the president for in- 
@easing the pay of tower men, telegraphers, 
freight handlers, boilermakers, machinists, 
shopmen, and others will be adopted, to take 
effect at a date to be agreed upon. 

Directors Will Make Schedules. 
Regarding the number of schedules and 
classes of employés to be included in any 
schedule and any rules and regulations 
thereunder must, for the safety of the pub- 
lic and the proper management of the com- 
pany, be left to the discretion of the direc- 
tors according to their decision. 

It was declared that the present rates of 
compensation of classes affected by the con- 
ductors’ schedule and the trainmen and 
yardmen’s schedule, and also all other 
classes of employés, are as high and in some 
cases higher than that paid by other roads 
in this locality, although in a few cases 
lower. The board decided that, wishing 
their employés to receive liberal treatment 
and, wages equal to those paid on other 
roads, the committee appointed by them be 
authorized to méet committees of the em- 
ployés with a view of reaching such results. 


Men Say It Is Fair. 


The grievance committee announcsc that 

it considered the proposition a fair one. The 

agreement reached today does not carry a 

provision that the men shall not strike if 

their demands are not granted. 


SAY INJUNCTION IS USELESS. 


Indiana Coal Men Assert Combination 
kor Selligg Fuel Is Dissolved 
Long Since. 


Terre Haute, Ind., March 25.—Indiana coal 
operators say the restraining order issued 
by Judge Kohlsaat of the United States court 
at Chicago, directing Indiana operators to 
discontinue the combination by which they 
sold the output of their mines through the 
Crescent Coal company of Chicago, comes 
a little late. They say the combination was 
dissolved two months ago. The agreement 
would have expired April 1, but about the 
time the state's attorney began investigating 
the case the combination went out of ex- 
istence, they claim. 


The statement of the Indiana operators 
is not credited in Chicago, it being the 
opinion that the injunction alone ended the 
combination. No new moves have been 
made against the operators, but it is the in- 
tention to keep surveilldnce over the firms 
enjoined. 


MINERS WILL VOTE ON ASTRIKE. 


India na operators Deliver Their Ulti- 
matum and the Union Committee 
Refers Question to Referendum. 


Terre Haute, Ind., March 25.—A vote of the 
125 miners’ local unions of Indiana will de- 
cide whether or not the 9,500 men employed in 
the bituminous flelds will quit work April 1 
or accept the terms of the operators that 
last year’s agreements be continued, with 
the exception of granting a 12% per cent in- 
crease in wages.

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TEACHERS BAND 70 FIGH? 


RACINE SCHOOL MASTERS AND 
MA’AMS TO RESORT TO COURTS. 


Continued Receipt of Threatening 
Anonymous Letters and Scathing 
Articles in Local Papers the Cause 
Woman Forced to Resign Through 
Fear of Injury—Charge of Cruelty to 
Pupils Not Sustained—Contributions 
of $2,000 Will Be Secured. 


Racine school teachers were more than 
ever stirred up yesterday by the anonymous 
letter movement against them and by their 
own efforts to combat it. The teachers in 
the Wisconsin town have been annoyed by 
the receipt of these letters, some of which 
have threatened bodily harm if the recipient 
failed to resign from the public schools, and 
the publication of allleged libelous local 
articles. The result has been that the 200 
teachers and principals of the town have or- 
ganized an association for mutual protection. 
E. W. Blackhurst. M. S. Smith, and J. C. N. 
Collins, principals, are the central commit- 
tee and announce that upon the completion 
of their plans the organization will have 
$2,000 with which to conduct suits and secure 
evidence in criminal action against the writ- 
ers of threatening letters. 

It is intended that each teacher shall pay 
dues amounting to 1, 2, or 3 per cent of his or 
her annual salary. . 

Fear produced by threatening letters has 
caused Miss Lizzie Young of the Lincoln 
school to resign her position, although mem- 
bers of the board of education desired that 
she remain and be transferred to another 


post. 

The threats were made after Miss Young 
and two other teachers had whipped a boy 
who quarreled with his fellow pupils. The 
youth told his parents of the beating and 
they, seeing his nose bleed, asserted that he 
had sustained internal injuries. The school 
board found the charges groundless.

The only 
purpose of the amendment is to except from 
the provisions of this law contracts which 
are not gambling. The law as it has stood 
since 1874 has outlawed necessary business 
contracts in Illinois that are perfectly legiti- 
mate contracts in every other state in the 
union, save, possibly, one, and in every other 
civilized country on the earth.”

Several rooms will be 
fitted up where instruction will be given them 
according to their capacity for learning. Spe- 
cial arrangement for the care of this class of 
pupils has been a long felt need, which be- 
came more pressing in view of a number of 
pathetic cases that have been brought to the 
attention of the school trustees and Supt.

A striking case came to light yesterday 
when a protest was received from one citizen 
against the action of the board in refusing to 
permit his afflicted daughter from continuing 
her studies at the school for the deaf. The 
little girl is not only deaf and dumb and a 
cripple, but has been declared mentally de- 
ficient by the medical examiners of the board 
and a barrier to the progress of her class- 
mates. . 

There is no school in the system where a 
child afflicted as is this one may receive in- 
struction. The father declares that she must 
be educated, and that he cannot afford to 
engage the services of a private tutor. 

A committee composed of Miss McCowen, 
supervisor of the deaf; Assistant Supt. Rob- 
erts, and an expert from the child study de- 
partment has been appointed to devise a 
plan for the proper care of deficient children.

T. LUDGPR was one of the noble mis- 
S gionaries set over the Saxons by their 

conqueror, Charlemagne. The warrior 
might baptize 30,000 in a day, the conquered 
Saxons submitting. ignorantly to the cool 
and cleanly ceremony, but it took more than 
immersion in their native rivers to uproot 
the idolatry in their. hearts and to sow and 
establish the word in their midst. They 
yielded more easily to the gentle persuasions 
of a man like Ludger than to the harsh mil- 
itary commands of the great king. Devout 
from childhood, sincerely eager to the end 
of his days to improve his mind, gentle and 
kind always, Ludger was an exceptional 
teacher.

Wittekind, national hero of the Saxons. 
AT OW, Wittekind was called “ the root of 
all evil” by Charlemagne's ecclesias- 
~~ theal writers, yet events show that he 
was a hero and a worthy foe in the longest 
and hardest of Charlemagne’s wars. When, 
after twelve years of stubborn resistance, 
Wittekind was converted to Christianity, at 
Easter, 785, he was treated with the greatest 
considération; Charlemagne loaded him with 


baptism, and the pope exulted at his conver- 
sion. At the beginning of his reign Charle- 
magne savagely swore that the Saxons must 
be subdued and converted or exterminated, 
and for thirty-two years he was doing one 
or both of these things. At the first diet he 
held in Saxon territory great numbers of 
men, women, and children received baptism 
and reconciled themselves to the progress 
of an usurping civilization.

So large an 
operation was naturally attributed to Ar- 
mour, and the trading had not been long un- 
der way before local May shorts who had not 
covered began to do so ina hurry. The day be- 
fore some sales of May against purchases of 
July were attributed to the Armour inter- 
est, and it was assumed that there was no 
present danger of a May deal being operated 
by that concern. The pit is used to chang- 
ing its views on that important matter on 
short notice, and the demand for May, with 
the improved cash demand, tempered the

Missouri Pacific Statements. 

It is pointed out that the statements of the 
Missouri Pacific for the months of January 
and February, 1902, showed heavy decreases 
in net, The January statement exhibited a 
decrease of $560,000. February. 1902, showed 
a loss of $118,000 in gross and $438,000 in net. 

The January statement for 1903 made an 


extraordinary exhibit in the large increase 


in net. as compared with the corresponding 
month in 1902. This is taken to account for 
the figures. The February statement should, 
therefore, also show relatively large in- 
increAse in net, since it will compare with 
the abnormal showing made last year. 


Decline in Bond Prices. 


The bond, market continues under the in- 
fluence af. high interest rates, and the best 18- 
sues show ea tendencx to decline. Good in- 
vestment bonds are now from 5 to 8 points 
lower than they were two years ago. The 
New York Central 3% per cent bonds were 
disposed of around 100, though when they 
were authorized it was thought they would 
command a premium of 10 points. Michigan 
Central 8% per cent bonds have been of- 
fered at 90. As the issue has not been placed 
it is presumed the bonds are being held for a 
more favorable money market. 


Fall in Consols. 


The drop in British consols to 91 has 
brought forth the appended comment by the 
London Statist. It will.be remembered that 
the National City bank floated a great many 
console ln this country through the medium 
of certificates issued against the same. The 
high rates for money in the United States 
and the low interest return of the consols 
has brought about heavy selling by Ameri- 
can holders. They were largely instru- 
mental in causing lower prices, though on 
this matter the Statist says: 

And, lastly, we hold to the opinion that 
there will be a decided recovery in consols. 
For ourselves we attach little importance 
to the reduction of interest at the beginning 
of April from per cent to 2% per cent. 
For, after all, at does it amount to? At 
2% per cent £10,000 nominal consols will yield 
£275 a year. At 2½ per cent the same amount 
of stock will yield £250 4 year. Can anybody 
seriously believe that a decrease of £25 a 
year on a holding of £10,000 nominal con- 
sols makes the difference between 114 five 
or six years ago and 91 this week or under. 
The talk about the automatic reduction in 
the interest is pure moonshine. Consols are 
at their present qtotation partly because 
of the scarcity and dearness of money, part- 
ly because the whole of the stock issued dur- 
ing the war has not yet been placed, and 
partly because people are preparing for the 
Transvaal loan. When that is out of the 
way and the sinking fund is once more in 
real operation people will see how great the 
difference will be.“ ,
